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Weymouth after dark 

Group aims to show that town is safe and successful at night

A MAJOR study is battling 
to change public percep¬ 
tion of Weymouth town 
centre as a place some peo¬ 
ple are frightened to go out 
in at night. 

The Weymouth After 
Dark initiative, funded by 
Home Office cash, plans to 
pull all concerned groups 
together to try and make 
Weymouth a safer and 
more successful town at 
night. 

Everyone from residents 
to pub landlords and from 
business people to council¬ 
lors, police and shopkeep¬ 
ers attended a two-session 
workshop split by a town 
centre walking tour to de¬ 
bate the problem. 

Consultants’ spokesmen 
Richard Eastham and Alis¬ 
tair Turnham told a packed 
session at The New Vic 


that the “reassurance 
agenda” covered the pe¬ 
riod 5.30pm-2am. 

They said Weymouth 
doesn’t have a major 
crime and disorder prob¬ 
lem but people have this 


perception, largely 

through adverse media 
coverage. 

It was a perception 
which was “a massive 
issue, more than anywhere 
else we have been” for 


which there was “no magic 
solution”. 

People need to be con¬ 
vinced that there is very lit¬ 
tle chance of them being 
involved in a crime or even 
seeing one, they said. 

After Dark will look at 
why people don’t use the 
town centre at night and 


what can be done to 
change their minds. 

One key area identified 
was bridging the gap be¬ 
tween retail closure at 
5.30pm and people going 
out drinking after 8.30pm. 

Weymouth strengths in¬ 
cluded its five kilometers 
of waterfront, its built en¬ 
vironment, good restau¬ 


rants, traditional pubs, a 
walkable town centre and 
pro-active police. 

Its weaknesses included 
limited family-friendly of¬ 
fers and 5-8pm attractions, 
the uncertainty of the 
Pavilion site, a reputation 
for crime and disorder 
“which doesn’t match real-

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MOVING to Lyme Regis after he "fancied a 
change of scenery" Terry O'Grady has been a 
busy man. 

Landlord, businessman and DJ in the town, 
the Cirencester born Mr O'Grady is now setting 
his sights on becoming a town councillor. 

High on his agenda is establishing a club for 
the town's young people, something which he 
believes is vital after attending a club back in 
Gloucester, which helped define his life and 
gave him his first taste of being a DJ. 

Here DJ TOG tells us his favourite current 
music, why he'd have a laugh at his own dinner 
party and why he'll miss local legend Joe O'¬ 
Donnell. 


■ WHAT made you want to move to Lyme? 

I fancied a change of scenery from my hometown. I 
was interested in running a bar so ended up in the 
Harbour Inn on the sea front, where I had a great time. 
I was there for a couple of years then moved back to 
Cirencester, but decided a wanted to be back in Lyme. 

■ WHAT do you like about Lyme? 

What’s not to like about the town: great atmosphere; 
great characters; great people; great views; and great 
pubs. You couldn’t find a better place to live than 
Lyme; it’s got everything you need. 

■ ANYTHING you would like to see changed? 

I’d like to see the club for young people opened. It 
would be nice to see the trust donate the building back 
to the town and have somebody local to re-develop it. 
Then some of us can get in there and get the place re¬ 
furbished. It should be back as a youth club. And 
maybe one day a skate park. 

■ WHY do you feel there is a big need for more 
youth facilities in the town? 

I’m from Fairford, Gloucester and there was a huge 
club there. When we were growing up there the youth 
provisions were superb. But with cutbacks the young 
people lose out. I think the young people of Lyme de¬ 
serve better. 

■ YOU are on the youth consortium and vice 
chair of the steering committee for young peo¬ 
ple. How is that developing? 

Look at the youth provisions for young people in the 
town. The recent meeting was one of the most impor¬ 
tant meetings for young people in the town. 

■ YOU'RE thinking of standing for town council¬ 
lor. What are you hoping to achieve? 

I get frustrated it takes so long for anything to be

done. We’ve been waiting 20 years for a skatepark. 
Without criticising the members of the council, some 
have been there for years and still there’s no skatepark. 
We are lucky Lucy Campbell is on the case, and you 
never know one day. I’m thinking of standing next 
year when the election comes up. I think the council 
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needs a few fresh faces. 

■ TELL us a little bit about your DJing? 

I’ve been DJing for a long time and go under the name 
TOG. I play all sorts of dance, from 80s and 90s up to 
my favourite artists Dizzie Rascal and Lady Gaga. My 
favourite song is Dizzie’s “Bonkers”, probably be¬ 
cause it describes me a little bit. 

■ HAVE you any other hobbies? 

Mainly the DJing, but I like cooking and socialising 
and being around all my good friends and drinking 
Guinness. 

■ WHICH three guests would you invite for din¬ 
ner? 

Jamie Oliver, so he could criticise my cooking. Lenny 
Henry because he’s a legend and Michael McIntyre 
because he’s just funny. 

■ WHAT would be the first three things you 
would buy if you won the lottery? 

A club for the young people in Lyme because it’s 
needed. I don’t know what to do with it; I’d be lucky 
to win a tenner. Maybe a house and a car. 

■ WHAT three things would you take to a desert 
island? 

A barrel of Guinness. Some music definitely, I’d prob¬ 
ably take my DJ equipment to play to myself and some 
good friends. 

■ HAVE you a favourite character from Lyme? 

Definitely Joe O’Donnell. He was a friend when I took 
over the running of the Harbour Inn. We’ve always 
been friends and he always gave me advice, and its 
sad to lose such a great character and great landlord 
in this town and the man was a true legend.

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Golden sands 
for the summer 

WEYMOUTH'S famous golden sands are being 
spruced up ready for the summer season. 

Sand on Weymouth beach is displaced by 
wind and rain during the winter months, so 
each year it must be levelled out in order to 
keep it in picture-perfect condition, a process 
which has just finished. 

A council spokesman said:"Weymouth's trade¬ 
mark golden sands are an important part of 
what makes our borough so special and the 
beach receives yearly attention in order to keep 
it in peak condition. 

"People who see the team in operation during 
the levelling process often assume that sand is 
being delivered to the beach from elsewhere. 

"However it is actuallyjust being redistributed 
- we don't import sand to Weymouth. 

"This annual maintenance effort is part of the 
Council's preparations to get Weymouth and 
Portland ready for the summer season." 


Six feet of floodwater! 


PERMISSION for a £1.1 
million flood defence 
scheme has been deferred 
after horrified councillors 
were told it would leave 
one householder facing 
floodwater over his head. 

The scheme to contain 
the River Jordan will pro¬ 
tect 27 homes in the 
Fisherbridge Road, Mill 
Lane and Bridge Lane 
areas of Sutton Poyntz 
near Weymouth. 

But councillors heard 
from retired scientist 
David Penny that the work 
would cause more flood¬ 
ing at his Mill Springs 
home not less.

Stunned committee 
members refused to deal 
with the scheme when the 
Environment Agency 
project was outlined at a 
meeting of Weymouth and 
Portland’s planning com¬ 
mittee. 

Instead they unani¬ 
mously voted to defer a 
decision to allow time for 
more talks between the 
agency and Mr Penny to 
try and agree a solution to 
the problem. The scheme 
and the result of the talks 
are due back before plan-

ity” and an unwelcoming railway station area. 

A negative media approach meant it could take Wey¬ 
mouth years to turn that perception around, they said, 
but there were huge opportunities. 

These included asking shops and coffee houses to stay 
open later and greater use of the waterfront. 

More than 50 workshop members then split into groups 
to make comments during town centre walkabouts be¬ 
fore returning to group debate feedback. 

Ideas suggested included more facilities such as ice 
skating and family eating attractions to encourage family 
groups into town at night not just during the day. 

Increased public lighting to highlight the town centre’s 
character and architecture was another suggestion as 
well as one-off lighting events perhaps involving chil¬ 
dren. 

People also suggested turning Westwey Road into a 
cultural leisure centre, more facilities for 12-16-year-olds 
and using an empty town centre shop to create a refuge 
centre where anyone who felt threatened could go. 


Weymouth and Portland community safety spokesman 
Councillor Ian James said: “After Dark gives us an op¬ 
portunity to examine how changes in the planning, design 
and management of the town centre can help reduce 
crime, fear of crime and also encourage residents who 
don’t currently use it to do so and therefore enjoy what it 
has to offer.” 

Superintendent Dave Thorp of Dorset Police agreed and 
said the After Dark strategy “will ensure that a night time 
environment is created which is both safe and enjoyable”. 

He added: “We believe the After Dark strategy, where 
partners develop solutions together, will be effective in 
further reducing crime and the fear of crime.” 

The consultants said that all comments and policy and 
economic assessments would be collated and brought be¬ 
fore a second workshop at the end of April to produce an 
After Dark strategy and action plan for Weymouth in 
years to come. 


ners in three weeks time. 

A delighted Mr Penny 
said at his home: “I am 
very pleased and I will be 
talking with the agency to 
try and get their scheme al¬ 
tered so it doesn’t threaten 
my garden with more than 
six feet of floodwater. 

“The committee was 
quite rightly concerned. 
We could have had water 
over our heads if they had¬ 
n’t deferred it.” 

His wife, Chris said: 
“When we saw the scheme 
we realised we would need 
lifejackets rather than 
boots to go in our garden. 
At least now the scheme 
can be changed.” 

The couple still face los¬ 
ing ten laurel trees and a 
poplar for the works which 
propose building a defence 
wall to protect their home 
from flooding. 

Agency project manager 
Phil Barlow, who said he 
hoped talks could resolve 
the problem, had earlier 
told the meeting that he ap¬ 
preciated not everyone 
would like the scheme and 
that pleasing everyone was 
a difficult task but it was 
“a rare opportunity to build 
this scheme” 

Councillor Geoff Pether- 
ick voiced members con¬ 
cerns when he said: “I am 
absolutely horrified by 
what Mr Penny might be 
facing. It is unacceptable.”

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Councils working together 


WEST Dorset councils have com¬ 
mitted to working closely together 
to make services more efficient 
and effective whilst making best 
use of funds. 

County council and six district / 
borough councils decided in 2007 
to become a “pathfinder” area 
under a national government initia¬ 
tive to encourage councils to work 
in closer partnership. 

Under that banner the councils 
have developed a number of proj¬ 
ects aimed at giving local people 
better value for money and serv¬ 
ices which are easy to access. 

In the coming months the priori¬ 
ties for the councils will include: 
waste collection and disposal, cre¬ 


ating an information technology 
network and exploring how coun¬ 
cils can work with other public 
services, like the NHS, to improve 
services and efficiency (Total 
Place project). 

Other benefits would include 
looking at how all public services 
manage their buildings across 
Dorset and joining up where pos¬ 
sible and developing a business 
case for West Dorset District and 
Weymouth and Portland Borough 
Councils to have joint manage¬ 
ment and staff structures. 

The Pathfinder scheme would see 
the moving towards a joint chief 
executive and shared management 
team for East Dorset District and 


Christchurch Borough Councils. 

Leader of WDDC, Councillor 
Robert Gould, said: “The national 
pathfinder programme has acted as 
a catalyst for closer working. 
Dorset councils are now moving 
forward, working together to im¬ 
prove the way they provide serv¬ 
ices for residents. 

“It is crucial, in a tough financial 
climate, that we all make the best 
use of council tax payers’ money, 
offering the services that people 
need at the lowest possible cost.” 

The programme of joint work 
will continue under the banner of 
Dorset councils - working together.

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W EYMOUTH has just shivered its way 
through the coldest winter quarter for 14 

Town weatherman Bob Poots said that the pic¬ 
ture was rounded off by a chilly February which 
had several snow flurries. 

Rainfall was 19 per cent above average at 
76.5mm while sunshine was still slightly up at 
83.5hours despite nine February days being com¬ 
pletely sunless. 

The month also saw ground frost recorded 12 
times and air frost 3 times while the strongest 
wind gust of 35mph came on February 26 th . 

Monthly temperatures were all lower than usual 
with the average maximum down 0.7 degrees 
Centigrade at 7.6C, minimum down 0.3C at 2.8C, 
mean down 0.5C at 5.2C and the average sea tem¬ 
perature down 1C at 5.5C. 

Seasonal temperatures were also below the sea¬ 
sonal average with maximum down 0.5C at 7.8C. 
minimum down 1.4C at 2.3C, mean down 0.8C at 
5.4C and the average sea temperature down 0.8C 
at 7.4C.

Objections to 'tax on

ANGRY traders have denounced the 
idea of making people pay for cur¬ 
rently free harbourside parking as “a 
tax on shopping in Weymouth”. 

They were objecting to a proposal 
to consider having more town centre 
parking meters which could involve 
the loss of free parking in areas such 
as Custom House Quay. 

Weymouth and Portland Chamber 
of Commerce, Industry and Tourism 
secretary Michel Hooper-Immins 
told a meeting of the town’s manage¬ 
ment committee that the business 
community was “greatly opposed” to 
any loss of free on-street spaces. 

Many people used such spaces for 
quick visits to banks, shops, suppli¬ 
ers and other sites, he said, and 
charging for such spaces would be 
viewed badly as “a tax on local peo¬ 


ple shopping in Weymouth”. 

He added that a change to meters 
would cause a “black hole” in 2011 
finances, officers saying that any 
such scheme would have to pay for 
itself within four years to be consid¬ 
ered successful. 

Mr Hooper-Immins suggested 
making the free one-hour spaces for 
residents only, but Weymouth and 
Portland transport spokesman Coun¬ 
cillor Christine James said the cham¬ 
ber claimed it wanted to encourage 
visitors but they would be penalised 
if the chamber’s suggestion was 
adopted. 

Ideas raised by members included 
reducing one-hour free spaces to 40

Councillor Brendan Webster said: 
“If you want traffic out of the town 
centre it is difficult to support more 
paying spaces. Short stay in-and-out 
spaces are better.” 

Mayor Councillor Anne Kenwood 
said keeping parking free would help 
businesses at that end of town. 

Chairman Coun Mike Goodman 
said the whole question should be al¬ 
lowed to go forward for considera¬ 
tion by planning and traffic 
committee colleagues and that a re¬ 
port back to management in June 
should include further investigation 
of the business case for introducing 
more parking meters in town. The 
meeting agreed. 


Work begins on 

INITIAL work has started on a scheme to build Wey¬ 
mouth’s new fire station. 

Chain saws were used to remove a hedge fronting the 
site off Radipole Lane which used to be the former West- 
haven school. 

Building materials have also been brought on to the 
site which will be transformed into a state of the art new 
fire station in just over a year’s time. 

The new building will include public educational re¬ 
sources, community safety facilities and meeting rooms. 

Materials from the demolition of the old school will 
be used to help build the new fire station which will also 
include a community centre aimed at giving health and 
fire safety training and advice to residents. 

Deputy Chief Fire Officer Nigel Williams said: “The 
new community fire station will enable our hard work¬ 
ing teams to focus on local community safety issues and 
educational work to complement this. 

“With the 2012 Olympics moving ever closer, we can

be assured that we will be in the best position as possible 
to support this on a local level and we are delighted that 
work has started on this scheme.” 


Emergency nuclear 
incident exercise 

AN emergency planning exercise is due to be held on 
Portland today (Wednesday) to practice response to a 
nuclear incident. 

Teams from the Royal Navy and Maritime and 
Coastguard Agency will practice the distribution of 
potassium iodate tablets to premises in the area around 
Portland Port. 

An exercise spokesman said: “The tablets help pro¬ 
tect people from the effects of radioactive iodine 
which could escape in the unlikely event of a reactor 
accident.” 

He added that it formed part of the Nuclear Accident 
Emergency Plan which is in place to react to the re¬ 
mote possibility of a nuclear accident occurring during 
the visit of a nuclear powered warship to the port. 

The exercise will be closely watched by regulators, 
Nuclear Installations Inspectorate and the Defence Nu¬ 
clear Safety Regulator so that it can demonstrate to 
them that proper plans and practices are in place. 

The spokesman said: “People should be reassured 
that the plan caters for the worst case scenario and that 
it would be a highly unlikely event. Nuclear-powered 
submarines have been operated safely for over 40 
years.” 

The exercise will involve teams of about 12 Royal 
Naval and Maritime and Coastguard Agency personnel 
delivering an information booklet through letter boxes 
to imitate the distribution of tablets. 

Anyone receiving a booklet need take no further ac¬ 
tion other than retaining the booklet in a safe place. A 
telephone number is printed in the booklet if anyone 
has any enquiries.

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Guest house gets go-ahead 
despite residents'objections 


PLANNERS have backed changing a care 
home into bed and breakfast accommodation 
despite some concerns about parking. 

The scheme will see the Old Manor House in 
Mill Street, Weymouth, become a guest house 
with five bedrooms for guests and two more for 
the owners. 

Residents said they were “vehemently op¬ 
posed” to the idea which they said was “gross 
overdevelopment in a sensitive location” which 
could “blight our lives forever”. 

They feared parking problems, but members 
of Weymouth and Portland’s planning and traf¬ 
fic committee disagreed. 

Councillor Christine James said: “I cannot re¬ 
ally see any grounds for refusing this on park-

ing. Carelessly parked cars are not the council’s 
responsibility. They are the motorists’.” 

She added that she was a driving instructor 
and all too often parking problems in roads 
such as this were caused by drivers’ inability to 
park properly. 

But Councillor David Mannings said there 
were not enough parking spaces and he was 
against the scheme as was Councillor Mark 
Tewkesbury who said he shared residents’ con¬ 
cerns. 

Councillor Margaret Leicester replied that 
there would be no more of a car problem if it 


became a large family home while planning 
manager Debbie Redding warned members 
that officers would be unable to sustain a re¬ 
fusal on parking grounds if it went to appeal. 

Chairman Councillor Peter Farrell said: “The 
thrust of this argument is all about parking. 

Personally I don’t think we would have a leg 
to stand on if it went to appeal.” 

Mrs James concluded: “We can’t stop people 
having two, three, four or five cars and we 
can’t turn something down because people are 
unable to park in a parking space.” 

The meeting then voted 7-2 to approve the 
scheme, a move to refuse it having been lost 7- 
2 . 


Body in harbour 

A BOATOWNER has found the clothed body of a 
man floating near his craft in Weymouth Harbour. 

The body was discovered floating face down 
close to harbour pontoons near the Sailor's Re¬ 
turn pub barely 100 metres from Town Bridge. 

An eye witness said: "He was a big man, he was 
wearing jeans and it looked like he was taken 
away by an ambulance." 

Police said they were alerted by a 999 call from 
the boatowner who comes from Bridport. 

Coastguards and an ambulance crew attended 
the scene and police said the man's death was 
being treated as "unexplained". 

The road at the Crown Hotel as well as St 
Nicholas Street and the end of Custom House 
Quay were sealed off while officers examined the 
scene and the body was recovered. 

Police added that crime scene investigators also 
attended the scene to carry our forensic exami¬ 
nation while an ambulance paramedic confirmed 
that the man was dead. 

His body was taken by undertakers to a mortu¬ 
ary at Dorset County Hospital, Dorchester. 

Police said investigations were continuing. 

The dead man has since been named as Glyn 
Watkins.

Swannery Court manager Jeremy Harrison said: "Fire service talks like 
this are helpful to inform residents on how to protect themselves from 
fire."

“A few changes can make enough of 
a difference to both the look of a place 
and to residents’ attitudes and act as an 
incentive to do more.” 


WEYMOUTH Sea Life Park is 
saying a fond farewell to four of its 
baby penguin chicks. 

They are due to be relocated to 
Gweek Sea Life Centre to find 
mating partners at the end of 
March. 

Displays supervisor Fiona Smith 
said: “All of our mature penguins 
have already paired off and we 
don’t want to let the younger ones 
interbreed with each other. “It is 
not good for their gene pool, so 
now they are old enough to leave 
their parents we are moving them 
on, so they can be paired off at 
Gweek Sea Life Centre to help 
with their breeding program.” 

Oak and Ash, the two males aged 
eight months and Olive and Elm, 
the two one-year-old females are 
Humboldt Penguins, a breed from 
South America which is on endan¬ 
gered species list. Their current 


population in the wild is estimated 
to be as little as 3,000-12,000. 
Fiona said: “Their low numbers 
are unfortunately due to over-fish¬ 
ing and the destruction of their pre¬ 
ferred nesting ground, guano, 
which has been over-exploited 
over the years. 

“So breeding programs such as 
ours have been set up to help sus¬ 
tain the number of these quirky 
creatures. 

“Ours has been particularly suc¬ 
cessful in the past year as we saw 
the birth of four baby chicks in 
2009, which is the most success 
we’ve ever had at one time. We 
have already seen four eggs laid 
this year. 

“The penguins’ high birth rate is 
excellent as it signals that they are 
happy and settled in their environ¬ 
ment. If they were not happy they 
would not breed.”

glove puppets doing 
funny little shows, I like 
stirring it up and bringing 
in all these weird ele¬ 
ments.” 

Marc brings his own 
artistic streak to his 
shows making them in¬ 
stantly recognisable and 
his workshop is filled 
with puppets in different 
stages of development, a 
result of his constantly 
evolving ideas. 

“My ideas come all the 
time, no matter what I’m 
doing, I can’t stop them, 
it’s slightly annoying. 
Ideas come to me and I 
get to the point where 
there are enough ideas 
for a show. I don’t know 
quite how it happens but 
it does. I’ve got other 
shows I’m cooking up 
now,” he said. 

In his career Marc has 
been approached to work 
with some major players 
in the industry. He has 
developed puppets for 
the Royal Shakespeare 
Company worked with 
Aardman animations and 
turned his talents to TV 
adverts for Kenwood and 
Tenants Pilsner, creating 


dancing kiwis and 
marching pints of beer. 

One project that stands 
out among the rest was 
his work on the stage 
production of “We’re 
Going on a Bear Hunt” 
which appeared in Lon¬ 
don’s West End. 

“I had to build a nine 
foot bear puppet for it, 
which was an astonish¬ 
ing thing. I was origi¬ 
nally in the show and 
then it sort of got bought 
up and went off touring 
without me. Every now 
and again I go and fix 
the puppets as they do 
get quite a battering. 
The poor puppets, you 
make them look all 
lovely and they go off 
and the actors trash 
them and you have to 
give them new arms and 
things. 

“You do sort of feel 
for them a bit. Some¬ 
times I make puppets 
for people and I’m sad 
to see them go,” he said. 

Marc has only lived in 
Bridport for two years 
but was instantly in¬ 
spired by the commu¬ 
nity around him. After 
developers bought his 
workshop in Bristol he 
joined the hub of artists 
at St Michael’s Trading 
Estate. 

Marc’s enthusiasm for 
Bridport is no more 
prevalent than in his lat¬ 
est project. 


This summer Marc 
plans to launch “The 
Bridport Puppet Theatre 
Company” and has his 
eyes set on a building in 
the town to turn into a 
venue solely used for 
puppetry. 

“We are looking at 
several places around 
town, particularly the 
old Lyric Theatre and 
Dance School. We are 
fundraising at the mo¬ 
ment to try and buy a 
building and convert it 
into this lovely space for 
puppetry,” he said. 

“We are talking to cir¬ 
cus people about doing 
aerial puppetry, which is 
something that has not 
been seen much in this 
country or anywhere as 
far as I’m aware. My 
partner Niki McCretton 
has been experimenting 
with puppetry and 
dance with one of the 
youth dance shows at 
the arts centre and it was 
really well received. 

“There’s a sense that 
there’s some great pup¬ 
pet work happening in 
this town and every 
time we do shows here 
people are so positive 
about it. I really think 
Bridport is the place for 
a puppet theatre. 
There’s a lot of love for 
puppetry.” 

Marc admits the move 
from postman to pup¬ 
peteer wasn’t easy but 


he doesn’t regret his de¬ 
cision. 

“I have been doing it 
now for over 15 years 
and I love it. I’m a fully- 
grown man who gets to 
play with toys all day, 
it’s a dream come true,” 
he explains. 

“There are things I 
could have said yes to 
but there are equally 
some things I did say 
yes to and it was ab¬ 
solutely the right thing 
to do. 

“It’s been a hard jour¬ 
ney and there have been 
whole years when I’ve 
had virtually no money 
but I just had to keep 
going with it because I 
knew I was on the right 
course. 

“I would never have 
traded it in, as long as I 
have got enough to live 
on and I’ve got some 
space to make some¬ 
thing I’m happy.” 

“I just love my work 
and I’m really passion¬ 
ate about it. It goes be¬ 
yond just being 
interested and it’s al¬ 
most one of those com¬ 
pulsion things, it is a 
slight affliction but it’s a 
joyous one and I’m not 
really fighting it.”

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A FTER eight years 
in his day job 
Marc Parrett de¬ 
cided he had delivered is 
last letter and made the 
leap from postman to 
puppeteer. 

Despite the early starts, 
being a postman ap¬ 
pealed to Marc as it left 
his days free to create. 

Marc refers to this time 
of his life as his “appren¬ 
ticeship” as he tried to 
find the right outlet for 
his creativity. Dreams of 
becoming an animator 
were quashed after long 
weekends spent working 
on seconds of material, 
as were attempts at 
sculpting and circus 
skills. Through trial and 
error Marc eventually 
found the right path for 
him. 

“I’ve always had this 
sense of performing and 
also for visual imagery so 
puppetry was the perfect 
thing for me as it com¬ 
bines the two,” he said. 

“Since discovering it I 
have been solidly experi¬ 
menting with puppetry 
and most of it is self- 
taught. I’ve had some tu¬ 
ition from some great 
people but it’s really a 


journey of discovery. 
You know when it works 
and when it doesn’t.” 

As his reputation grew 
Marc plucked up the 
courage and made the 
move into puppetry full 
time. 

Years of hard work fol¬ 
lowed with long periods 
baron of work and 
money but his persist¬ 
ence paid off. Today 
Marc runs his own com¬ 
pany “Stuff and Non¬ 
sense” which currently 
has two shows on na¬ 
tional tours. 

Following a successful 
debut tour “The Little 
Red Hen” has been re¬ 
designed in double its 
original size for a UK 
tour and his latest show 
“Across the Deep Blue 
Sea” kicked off its own 
tour last week. 

“The tour started in 
Morden and we have 36 
dates planned with two 


or three shows a week,” 
he said. 

“It is the story of a little 
man in a homemade boat 
out in the middle of the 
sea. He’s adrift but is ac¬ 
tually quite happy in the 
middle of the sea having 
these adventures. He 
would quite like some¬ 
one to talk to though as it 
sometimes gets a bit 
scary as there are lots of 
storms. There’s a lovely 
puppet sequence with 
him, a big octopus and a 
giant whale that sings 
Frank Sinatra.” 

If you think of puppets 
you probably conjure up 
images of Punch and 
Judy at the seaside or 
Rod Hull and Emu on the 
TV but Marc has almost 
reinvented the term with 
his work. 

“I’m sort of a renegade 
puppeteer,” he explains. 

“I’m not your tradi¬ 
tional puppeteer with

and marched to Sedgemoor in Somerset. 

He was defeated by the King's army in less than 
a month. Around 1300 were taken prisoner. Five 
Judges came to Dorchester with the infamous 
Judge Jeffreys, whose reputation was that of the 
'hanging judge'. 

In September 1685,312 cases were heard in the 
Oakroom at the rear of the Antelope Hotel; of 
these 292 were sentenced to death. Only 74 were 
executed, with 175 transported, 9 were fined or 
whipped and 54 were discharged. 

Judge Jeffreys - having his eye on promotion - 
was later made Lord Chancellor. 

When King James fell and William of Orange 
landed in Torbay, Jeffreys was captures and im¬ 
prisoned in the Tower of London. He died in 1689 
while awaiting trial, probably of natural causes. 
Rumours at the time said he has been poisoned 
while in the Tower and 
that his body had been re¬ 
turned to Dorchester and 
walled up in the Court- 
room - now the Oakroom.

Life after Ian 


WHEN I mentioned to a friend that I was going to see the Blockheads, their 
response was somewhere along the lines of,"I don't see the point without 
Ian Dury." 

And, to be honest, I thought they'd probably be right. 

But as it turned out, a Blockheads without Ian is definitely better than 
no Blockheads at all. 

The band have been getting plenty of press attention lately thanks to 
the release of the film Sex & Drugs & Rock & Roll, a biopic of Ian Dury star¬ 
ring Andy Serkis in the lead role (a part for which he received a BAFTA 
nomination for best actor). 

Of course, Dury wasn't just an important part of the band; basically, he 
was the band. When he died (ten years ago this month) it must have been 
a difficult decision for the rest of the group to continue. 

After completing a tribute album to their former bandleader, they've 
gone on to record two albums of new material, with Dury's friend and min¬ 
der Derek'The Draw'Hussey stepping up to vocal duties. He's also writing 
songs with long-term band member Chas Jankel, who co-wrote many of 
the group's biggest hits with Dury. 

I returned to the Phoenix Arts Centre on Saturday night (and this week, 
having a lift there and back, didn't have to worry about missing that stu¬ 
pidly early last train back to Axminster!) to catch this Dury-less Blockheads 
line-up. And what a revelation. 

No endless eulogies about Ian. Not a hint of desperate tribute act or of 
a band that's lost its great leader. Just a bunch of guys playing tunes they 
know inside out and having an absolute blast in the process. The best 
party band I've seen in a long while. 

And it's not a complete nostalgia fest either, with a number of the new 
tunes slotting in easily into a hits-packed setlist. Both the performance 
and the new songs were far better than they had any right to be. 

Perhaps the only disappointment was the non-appearance of Phill Jupi- 
tus, who has sporadically appeared on stage with the band since the death 
of Ian Dury. Apart from that, no complaints whatsoever. 

★ ★ ★ 

TALKING of Phill Jupitus, the big man has been one of many famous 
names to speak out against the BBC's plans to close their 6 Music radio 
station. 

Writing for the The Guardian, Jupitus said closing the station would be 
"an act of cultural vandalism"and "a slap in the face to the thousands of li¬ 
cence payers." 

I couldn't agree with him more. BBC 6 Music is one of the very few rea¬ 
sons to have a DAB radio (because, let's face it, the sound quality isn't 
much different to that of FM). 

They play new music that, whilst sometimes challenging, is always worth 
listening to. Which is a lot more that can be said for the dross that fills up 
Radio 1 's playlists these days. 

Radio 6 isn't scared of playing the odd classic either, but you're more 
likely to hear some lost gem you'd forgotten about than some stale old hit 
you've heard a billion times before on, say, Radio 2. 

Erstwhile Pulp frontman and current 6 Music DJ, Jarvis Cocker, has also 
spoken out against the Beeb's plans. He told The Guardian :"The BBC keeps 
talking about the demographic, and that's very patronising. You don't 
want to just hear music aimed at you. You want to hear different things. 
Radio 6 is not the most popular radio station out there, but it has a decent 
listenership." 

If the BBC needs to make cuts, fine, but leave 6 Music alone! How about 
- turning from radio to TV, if I may - scrapping original programming on 
BBC Three and just showing back-to-back episodes of Family Guy and 
American Dad (the only shows worth watching on that station) instead? 
There you go, problem solved!

Proposed Weymouth Relief 
Road sculpture on show at 
Bridport Arts Centre 

A SCALE model of a proposed sculpture to sited either 
side of the new Weymouth Relief Road has gone on 
show for the first time. It has been put on display at Brid¬ 
port Arts Centre as part of Sherborne House Arts Earth- 
scapes exhibition. 

The work by sculptor Richard Harris shows some 28 
boulders gradually rising on steel poles reaching to 3m 
(1 Oft) above the Southdown Ridge. 

All the rocks - weighing between one and eight tonnes 
- are sourced from the 1.6m tonnes of material moved 
from the site where work on the road has been taking 
place. 

If it gets the go-ahead the sculpture will be on both 
sides of the road and will curve off up the slopes of the 
cutting following the natural geological strata. 

The excavated rocks are between 160 and 65 million 
years old and started being formed in what would have 
been a tropical lagoon. The concretions are formed 
around small matter such as a leaf ora fossil and steadily 
build up over millions of years solidifying by chemical 
processes. 

Mr Harris said: "I was asked to consider the landscape, 
context of the whole road and having worked on several 
proposals for different sites - this is the idea that I feel is 
the strongest and most appropriate. 

"Some of the geology has been exposed by the cutting 
but will eventually become less visible as the grass 
grows. 

"This proposal puts the geology back where it was - 
but visible - continuing up above the hill indicating 
where it would have been before it was weathered away. 

Mr Harris said he had been involved with the project 
since January last year making many visits to the site and 
consulting with geologists. 

He said: "This idea came in the late summer and only 
came about when the work had started and the stones 
had been revealed. 

"The heavier stones will rise up from the ground and 
will get progressively smaller as they run through the air 
to the top of the slope. 

"What I am trying to do is give an inspiring image as 
people come into Weymouth and to reveal the geology 
in a dramatic way." 

The idea of incorporating art in relation to the road was 
initially proposed in the Weymouth and Portland Com¬ 
missioning Plan for 2012. 

It stated that public art could be used to make the 
£87m road - which is due to open in Spring next year - 
more attractive for drivers. 

The work is being supported by Arts Council South 
West and Dorset County Council. 

Mr Harris is now working with Skanska, the contractors, 
Dorset County Council and his own engineers to develop 
the project. 

His designs are 
among several works 
on display at Bridport 
Arts Centre as part of 
the exhibition. Others 
include Kate Raggett's 
design, and films by 
Mariele Neudecker. 

The exhibition runs 
until March 27th.

The Beeb has announced plans to fol¬ 
low the TV debate between major party leaders Gordon Brown, David 
Cameron and Nick Clegg with a 'minor parties debate'. In a statement pub¬ 
lished on the BBC website, chief political advisor Ric Bailey said: "There will 
be arrangements in the programming around the BBC debate, a week be¬ 
fore polling day, to ensure other parties which have demonstrated they 
have some electoral support - UKIP, the Green Party and the BNP - will have 
their say." Though ITV and Sky will also air live debates, it has not yet been 
announced whether they will also make room in their schedules for a sim¬ 
ilar arrangement. 

Griffin's deputy Simon Darby also revealed the BBC's plan to feature the 
far right group in an edition of Panorama in the next few months. But, 
while some see the move as a triumph, others are angry. A spokesman for 
anti-facist group Searchlight condemned the plan, saying: "These are sup¬ 
posed to be serious debates allowing people to make an informed choice. 
Nick Griffin has no place there."

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Review: SHUNT dance production 


THIS year's collaborative dance production SHUNT at Bridport Arts Centre proved 
once again that Bridport is packed full of talented young people. The show included 
approximately fifty performers and their exceptional ability and commitment was 
evident throughout. 

Produced by the fabulous Nikki Northover, there were a total of seventeen dances, 
showcasing a variety of styles from tap to contemporary. Each piece was a perfect 
expression of joy and exuberance, received with gusto by an appreciative audience. 

The tone and tempo of the evening varied from contemplative solo pieces to ri¬ 
otous group tap sessions. The senior dancers (including Rebecca Whaley, Tess Bide, 
Nat Leppard, ConnieTreves, Paris Halkes-Wellstead, Emily Meech, Kia Rait-McDonald 
and Cat Lowndes) were very impressive. They were good last year; this year they 
showed a maturity and skill that would grace any professional production. Their 
ability to interpret themes and express themselves through a variety of dance styles 
proves that they really have what it takes to succeed and is testament to the hard 
work they have put in over the last twelve months. 

With additional choreography from Niki McCretton, Nikki Penfold, Xavi Monreal 
and Zoe Buttling, SHUNT was also an opportunity for experienced choreographers 
to contribute to local dance. We are very fortunate to have such talented profes¬ 
sionals willing to share their expertise with the young people of Bridport. 

A special mention has to go to the singers this year, in particular Lauren Robinson, 
Rebecca Whaley and Jodie Glover, who were able to sing unaccompanied and hold 
the audience spellbound with their clear and confident voices. The wonderful 
Sammy Hurden who arranged all vocals for the show led the singers. 

The first half of the show consisted of a series of short pieces, whilst the second 
half consisted of a long collaborative piece choreographed by Niki McCretton and 
Nikki Northover, alongside input from the students themselves. This superb and 
ambitious piece on the theme of memory and chance meetings drew on the stu¬ 
dent's own memories as well as exploring the way we 'hold' onto them. 

This dance used the whole auditorium, not just the stage, and dancers surrounded 
the audience. Those who were dancing out of sight were filmed and the images 
projected onto the stage. This device enabled the audience to experience the sen¬ 
sation of peeping into another person's memory at the same time as they were 
being created. 

This piece was enhanced by the brilliant music originally composed by Andrew 
Dickson. The looping, cyclical nature of the sound perfectly matched the theme 
and was performed live on the night. The violinist, Bridget Pearce, was superb and 
once again the audience were treated to professional standards in a local youth 
show. 

One last mention has to go to Julio Guarita who choreographed and performed 
his own piece entitled After Bessonova. It was breathtaking well executed and an 
absolute treat to watch. 

Unfortunately, there are too many performers to mention individually, they were 
all fantastic and the enthusiasm, energy and commitment they bring to the per¬ 
formance is inspirational. Can't wait until next year! Review by Katherine Locke

Dylan Jones com¬ 
mented:"! wanted some¬ 
thing practical, something 
cool, and something idio¬ 
syncratic - i.e. something 
surprising that didn't just 
look like a concept car. 
The GQ car needed to 
have the'want'factor, but 
it also needed to look, feel 
and 'drive' like the sort of 
car no sane man could 
choose to ignore.

With the skills of a 
Savile Row tailor on the 
car's interior we have also 
achieved that bespoke, 
fitted feel, both inside and 
out. 

"For me, the car that has 
always represented the 
pinnacle of automotive 
excellence and refine¬ 
ment is the GT - the 
Grand Tourer. It is not the 
all-out sports car, rather it 
is something gentle¬ 
manly, it has performance 
and it is for travelling, not 
racing. We wanted to cre¬ 
ate something that, like 


GQ, was aspirational, but 
also retained the classic 
automotive ideals. We 


didn't want a car for the 
mass market. We wanted 
a car for GQ.'"

ALL FIT AND RARING TO GO 


WITH the ground having dried out fol¬ 
lowing the monsoon conditions of re¬ 
cent weeks, many of Bob Buckler's 
horses should be out and running this 
week. 

However next week sees jump rac¬ 
ing's Cheltenham Festival, the equiv¬ 
alent of football's World Cup, and the 
stables three horses entered for the 
four day extravaganza are in fine form 
running up to their big day. 

The first day Tuesday sees last Year's 
Irish Grand National Winner Niche 
Market have his final run before the 
Aintree Grand National when he runs 
in the William Hill Trophy Handicap 
Chase over three miles. 

The nine-year-old jumped to the 
front of the betting for the National 
after he just failed to hold off current 
favourite Tricky Trickster over the 
same distance at Newbury in the Aon 
Chase recently. Ridden by Harry Skel¬ 
ton he will be looking for good to soft 
ground. 


Also on Tuesday's card is Double 
Dizzy who is entered for the Glenfar- 
cas Handicap Chase over 3 miles 7 fur- 
lomgs for which he is currently 
quoted at odds of 20/1. 

"Digger" as he is affectionately 
known around the yard, ran a good 
race last time out at Kempton last 
month finishing 2Vi lengths second to 
Nicky Henderson's useful Due De Reg- 
niere. 

Thursday sees The Sawyer attempt 
to maintain his recent good form 
when he goes for the Byrne Group 
Plate. Following successes at Ascot 
and Cheltenham in January, he re¬ 
turned to Ascot last month and ran 
what Buckler described as his best run 
ever, in the Betfair Ascot Chase to fin¬ 
ish a brilliant third behind Monet's 
Garden and Alberta's Run. 

Again he will be ridden by the sta¬ 
bles up and coming conditional 
jockey Nathan Sweeney. 

One horse not running is Ballyeagan 


who failed dismally in his pre-race at 
Newbury last Friday. The newly ac¬ 
quired five-year-old having won a 
couple of point-to-points in Ireland 
trailed home last in his first race under 
Buckler. 

"He ran very green, and was very 
disappointing. I have noticed this with 
some of the Irish horses who fail to 
impress initially when the come to the 
UK. It was a gamble to hopefully race 
him at Cheltenham which backfired 
I'm afraid." 

Mizzurka is entered for Cheltenham 
but this is only a fall back should rac¬ 
ing at Sandown on Saturday be aban¬ 
doned because of the weather or the 
ground is to bad. 

Having won the qualifying race at 
Taunton the six-year-old mare is due 
to run in the Dbs/ebf Mares' Standard 
Open National Hunt Flat Race Final for 
which Henderson's Lifestyle seems 
the biggest danger. 

Local trainer Charlie Fox will be hop¬ 
ing to go one better this year in the 
Christie's Foxhunter Chase. 

The Askerwell trained nine-year-old 
Turthen finished second to Cappa 
Bleuin last year's race and is currently 
rated a 12/1 chance for next Friday's 
race. 

Buckler's neighbour Richard Barber 
at Seavington also has two horses en¬ 
tered for the Foxhunter. The 11-year- 
old Le Due is rated at 14/1, whilst 
Barber appears to have a much better 
chance with Trust Fund. 

He has won five of his last six races 
and is currently rated third favourite 
at odds of 13/2.

RUGBY ROUND-UP

BRIDPORT FORCED TO WAIT FOR TITLE 


ANOTHER round of league games took place 
on Saturday last and my choice of venue was 
considerable. 

I decided to go to Honiton; feeling that 
there was little chance of being chewed by an 
irascible nag at the Allhallows ground. On my 
arrival I met up with several of the Honiton 
second team players and discovered that 
their fixture had fallen by the wayside. 

WEYMOUTH 16pts WESTBURY 7pts 

WEYMOUTH, having comfortably defeated 
these opponents on the road a few weeks 
ago, possibly took this game a little lightly. 
Whether they did so or not, they almost paid 
the penalty as their opponents took the lead 
after some 15 minutes' play with a converted 
try and were marginally the better side for the 
remainder of the first-half. 

The home side were always in the contest 
however, with skipper Sample going well in 
the back row and Hughes, fresh back from an 
injury, providing solidity from full-back. They 
reduced the deficit via the boot of Peplow, 
who kicked a penalty goal late in the half, but 
still trailed 7-3 at the halfway stage. 

Westbury do generally produce a useful 
pack but, additionally their half backs had 
made use of their possession won for them 
and had used it to gain territory, but the 
home side began to match them in the sec¬ 
ond period through a series of drives and, 
after they had kicked a penalty award to the 
corner, they won the ensuing lineout and 
skipper Mark Sample drove over for a try that, 
although it remained unconverted, took 
them into a narrow lead at 8-7. 

Although far from being as cohesive as they 
would have liked, Weymouth now began to 
exert pressure, with number eight, Julian 


Quick being at the heart of most things good 
about their rugby. 

Their reward came a few minutes before the 
final whistle when outside centre Lewendon 
touched down an unconverted try that took 
them out of penalty goal range at 13-7. 

The visitors were far from out of the contest 
however but, at the last, Peplow, whose kick¬ 
ing from tee had not been up to its usual 
standard, slotted a penalty goal to complete 
the scoring and to take them clear. 

This win, hard earned though it was, takes 
Weymouth into the runners up spot of the 
Dorset & Wilts League Division One (South) 
with four games left to be played. 

Seemingly, of the challenging sides, they 
were the only ones to win but, even so, they 
face an almost impossible task in trying to 
catch Bridport, the side above them. 

NORTH DORSET 4ths 33pts 
WEYMOUTH 2nd 23pts 

THE Weymouth second side would have 
ended the day a little frustrated to have al¬ 
lowed this one to get away. They were the 
better side for an hour and led 23-19 with fif¬ 
teen minutes to go, having scored tries 
through Nathan Allen, Andy Thorne, Ricky 
Randall and Adam Darcy, who also kicked a 
penalty goal. 

They fell away a little in the final quarter 
however and a couple of home tries, both 
converted, took their opponents to the win. 

DORCHESTER 15pts FROME 39pts 

DORCHESTER'S contribution to this game 
against the league leaders had something of 
the NAAFI sandwich about it, in as much that, 
while starting positively and rallying well at 
the end, they contributed little in the middle 


and lost comfortably. 

They started brightly enough, putting pres¬ 
sure on Frame's set piece and, in fact, took the 
lead via an Adam Jones penalty goal. A lapse 
in their defence at the restart however al¬ 
lowed their opponents to run in an uncon¬ 
verted try and the score remained unaltered 
at 3-5 until well into the second quarter. 

At this juncture Frame took control, scoring 
three tries in quick succession and, although 
Dorchester replied with a likewise uncon¬ 
verted effort by Matt Read, they still trailed by 
20-8 at the halfway stage. 

Frame began the second period as they had 
ended the first, scoring three more tries and 
converting two of them to put the result be¬ 
yond doubt. 

At this stage it looked as if the floodgates 
might open in a big way but credit to Dorch¬ 
ester for they stemmed the tide and did some 
attacking of their own in the final quarter. 

They got a try back too. Flanker Miller 
scored it and Jones added the extras, but it 
was all to no avail and they ended the day 
well beaten. 

SWANAGE & WAREHAM 2nd 16pts 
BRIDPORT 13pts 

HAD Bridport won this one, they would have 
been crowned champions of the Dorset & 
Wilts League Division One (South) and would 
have been assured of a Southern Counties 
League (South) place next season.They were 
however, beaten by a useful home side, and 
displayed a certain naivety along the way. 

It was a hard, unremitting contest, espe¬ 
cially in the first half, with the sides cancelling 
themselves out for long periods. It was Brid¬ 
port who took an early lead when full-back 
Wes Lewis landed a penalty goal, but the 


home side replied almost immediately with 
an unconverted try and led 5-3 before the 
game was ten minutes old. 

Thereafter stalemate ensued for a space 
until, just before the interval, Idris Croft the 
Bridport centre took the ball from set piece 
possession on the home twenty two, ran into 
a gap and had the legs to get over under the 
posts. Lewis added the extras to give his side 
a 10-5 lead at the halfway stage. 

At this juncture all seemed set fair for the 
visitors. The home side showed signs of tiring, 
They themselves were beginning to play well 
and they did, of course, hold a narrow lead. 

All did no go to plan in the second-half 
however. Bridport began to concede penal¬ 
ties and Swanage & Wareham kicked one to 
reduce the arrears after just a couple of min¬ 
utes. Lewis did kick a penalty on the hour, but 
this was cancelled out immediately by a sim¬ 
ilar home effort. 

Their problems continued.Their lineout was 
not functioning but nevertheless they contin¬ 
ued to kick to touch instead of keeping the 
ball in hand. Their penalty count was rising 
too and both Stewart and Phillips saw yellow, 
the former for persistent offending and the 
latter for a trip, before the end. 

Some ten minutes from no side, and with 
the score standing at 13-11 in their oppo¬ 
nents'favour, the Swanage & Wareham eight 
won a lineout in the Bridport twenty two and 
set up a rolling maul. They rolled it over the 
line for the try that, although it remained un¬ 
converted, was enough to take them to the 
win, thus deferring Bridport's celebrations for 
another week at least. 

Note:- With three games left to play, Brid¬ 
port lead the division by eight points from 
Weymouth who have a game in hand. Brid¬ 


port do have a massively superior points dif¬ 
ferential and therefore, even if they lose all 
three games and Weymouth win all theirs, 
the Brewery Field side are extremely unlikely 
to be caught. 

BRIDPORT 2nd 13pts 
BOURNEMOUTH 3rd 17pts 

THE home side included half a dozen colts in 
their lineup and their inexperience showed, 
certainly in the first-half, with the visitors scor¬ 
ing three tries, one of which they converted, 
during the opening half-hour of play. 

Bridport did get a score back just before the 
break, a penalty goal kicked by Swatridge, 
but still trailed 3-17 at the halfway stage. The 
home side rang the changes at the interval 
and played better thereafter. 

Frampton got over for a try to cut the lead 
and Swatridge converted it for good meas¬ 
ure. He kicked a penalty goal with ten min¬ 
utes left, and this effort brought his side to 
within a score. They could do no more and 
the visitors held on for the win to which, in all 
probability, their first-half performance had 
entitled them. 

Bridport however, will have been satisfied 
with the way they played in the second-half 
after their long layoff.

Rolls bans photographer 


TERRAS chairman George Rolls has 
sensationally banned an accredited 
licensed photographer from the 
ground for asking for information on 
a potential new chairman through 
the clubs fans forum. 

Idris Martin is a well known free¬ 
lance photographer covering all 
sports in the area, and has been cov¬ 
ering Terras' matches at the Wessex 
Stadium for over 20 years. 

However following the 6-0 defeat 
at home to Basingstoke on February 
13th, Rolls approached Mr Martin 
and asked him to leave the ground 
and told him he was banned. 

The row appears to stem from a re¬ 
quest to Mr Martin by a picture 
agency on Saturday January 30th to 
supply a photo of Keith Cousins who 
they claimed was the new owner of 
Weymouth Football Club. 

Although he rang the club for clar¬ 
ification he got no response, it being 
late on a Saturday evening; and so 
posted a request on the fans forum 
asking if anyone could help him.

According to Mr Martin, it was 
Gary Calder that identified him to 
Rolls who told him he should have 
contacted him first. 

"I explained to him that I did ring 
the club but go no reply and as I did 
not have his mobile phone number 
I asked for help on the fans forum." 

It later transpired that the informa¬ 
tion given to the picture agency by 
a national Sunday newspaper, who 
were writing a story on England cap¬ 
tain John Terry who has close links 
with Keith Cousins was incorrect. 

"I obviously did not know that at 
the time and was following up what 
is a standard request for pictures. As 
it was required for use the next day I 
could not wait to speak to anyone at 
the club and used my initiative. 

"I have asked about the situation 
since and been told that I am still 
banned. It is a strange situation as he 
also banned my daughter Julie who 


is also a photographer - and she had 
nothing to do with it! 

"I am not going to lose any sleep 
over it. 

I hold a Blue Square Conference li¬ 
cense and accreditation, so I can get 
into any Premier, North or South 
ground to take pictures, but not the 
one in my home town! 

"I could appeal to the Blue Square 
Conference management and may 
well still do so, but the current state 
of affairs the club finds itself in, there 
don't seem to be any point in wast¬ 
ing my time." 

I emailed Gary Calder since the ban 
was enforced to ask if I am still 
barred from entering the stadium 
and received a one word reply "yes", 
so I guess I won't be going there for 
a while." 

Unfortunately the View From was 
unable to contact anyone from Wey¬ 
mouth Football Club for their com¬ 
ments to Mr Martin's claim, as 
despite several telephone calls to 
the club, there was no answer.
